THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC TO RAISE 
RATES TO PORTLAND. 


A Brief Synopsis of the Work 
Congress—Real Estate

Advances Rates. 


The 
Southern Pacific Company an­ 
nounced yesterday that commencing 
with next week its rates on the Port­ 
land special would be $15 first class 
and $7.50 second class, instead of $10 
and $5 as at present. 
Just what has 
prompted the advance in rates is a 
question which the officials of the pas­ 
senger department d o not explain to 
the complete satisfaction of its adver­ 
sary in the rate war. 
T h e Southern 
Pacific officials say that the advance in 
rates is no indication that the company 


is backing out of the unpleasant 
situa­ 
tion. 
They claim, rather, that they 
have the Oregon Railway and Naviga­ 
tion Company just'where they want it, 
and that the Southern Pacific will be 
able to secure what it considers its 
share of the Portland passenger traffic, 
with a wider differential in favor of its 
rival than exists under present rates. 


This is hardly consistent with the 
view taken by the company when the 
rate war was inaugurated, for it was 
claimed at that time that the margin in 
favor of the Oregon Railway and Navi­ 
gation Company was too great a n d 
gave that'c'ompany too- forge a Share of 
the business. T h e action of the South­ 
ern Pacific caused considerable com­ 
ment and surprise in railroad circles 
yesterday afternoon, and it is generally 
belkve<iNhat'4hfr<ian<Kalimioa>of4lw 
local business on the Shasta route bad 
more to do with the advance in rates 
than the traffic officials of the Southern 
Pacific are willing to admit.

The Chinese department of tbe Brit­ 
ish museum library contains, says a 
writer in Gpssell's '' Wor Id of Wonders,'' 
a single work whioh occupies no fotver 
than 5,020 vohuses. 
This wonderful 
production of tbe Chinese prera was 
purchased a few years age far (6,000 
and is one of only a very small number 
of copies now iu existence. It is an en­ 
cyclopedia of the literature of China, 
covering a period of 88 centuries—from 
1000 B. O. to 1700 A. D. 


It owes its origin to the literary pro- 
olivities of the Emperor Kang-he, who 
reigned from 1662 to 1722. In tbe 
course of bis studies of the auoient liter­ 
ature of bis country Kang-he discovered 
that extensive corruptions had been al­ 
lowed to creep into modern editions, 
and he conceived the idea of having the 
text of the originals reproduced and pre­ 
served in an authoritative form. 
This 
was a mighty conception truly, and in 
its execution it remains unique down to 
the present time. 
For the purpose of 
carrying out the work, Kang-be appoint­ 
ed a commission of learned men to se 
lect the writings to be reproduced and 
employed the Jesuit missionaries to cast 
copper types with whioh to execute the 
printing. 


The commission was occupied for 40 
years in its great task. Before the work 
was completed Kang-be died, but be 
bad provided that bis suocessor should 
see the book completed, and be faithful­ 
ly 
1 carried out bis trust The book is ar­ 
ranged in six divisions, each dealing 
with a particular branch of knowledge. 
The divisions are thus designated: first, 
writings relating to the heavens; sec­ 
ond, writings relating to the earth; 
third, writings relating. to mankind; 
fourth, writings relating to inanimate 
nature; fifth, writings relating to phi­ 
losophy ; sixth, writings relating to po­ 
litical economy.
